Dear Colleagues: 


Word has drifted to me of a presi¬ 
dent in our system who announced the 
upcoming ACA convention, adding 
that the institution would be able to 
provide little financial support for 
attendance. The president explained, 
"Montgomery cut out the line-item 
professional development monies that 
used to be in our appropriation." 

One employee-"Joe Blow"~greeted 
the presidential announcement with 
real relief at not "having to" attend a 
professional conference. 

"If Montgomery ain’t paying for it," 
Joe said, "and the college ain't paying 
for it, they shore can’t expect me to 
pay my own way. They can’t expect 
me to go all the way to Mobile." 

"I don’t never get much out of them 
meetings, noway," Joe added. 

Throughout our system I see general 
commitment to professionalism in the 
best sense. By that I mean to a 
conception of our profession as one of 
people who are givers rather than 
takers, one where learning from and 
associating with others of like mind is 
a reward to be purchased and not 
grudgingly accepted, and one where 
managing our time and resources to 
assure those associations is essential. 

But Joe Blow and the president at 
Joe’s college concern me anyhow. 
These are good times-times of 
stability that should make planning and 
management relatively simple, times 
when system employees are well paid. 
What would these two do in bad 
times? 

To evaluate our level of pro¬ 
fessionalism requires no long and 
complicated procedure. Joe probably 
could evaluate himself by answering 
two questions. Joe, if you are reluctant 
to pay your own way to the ACA 


convention, then let me ask, 

What ARE you doing this year as a 
professional , not simply as a day laborer? 

What are you doing to create and 
develop a climate for professional growth 
in the system and in your college? 

Your answers, Joe, positive or negative, 
will provide a fairly good evaluation of 
your level of professionalism. Your 
president could modify these questions, 
relating them to institutional priorities, 
and obtain at least a partial evaluation of 
management practices in your college. 

How many Joe Blows are there in our 
colleges? The fact that there are at least 
a few indicates a need to raise questions 
about how we are doing as a system, and 
how our colleges are doing as institutions, 
in developing and maintaining a climate 
to foster professional growth and 
professional behavior. 

I wonder what the effects will be if our 
leaders in Montgomery are successful in 
developing a meaningful plan for our 
system, and within it a meaningful place 
for professional development. I think this 
could happen in the fairly near future, 
and I certainly hope it will. 

Whether it does happen in Mont¬ 
gomery or not, I would like to see a 
renaissance emphasizing professional 
development in every institution, in the 
plan and in the college budget. Our 
system already has colleges where a 
planned place for professional develop¬ 
ment is not a new idea but an accepted 
one. Nothing can replace consistent 
encouragement and leadership from the 
state level, but where local commitment 
exists, colleges can succeed without 
depending on either the legislature or the 
Chancellor’s office to provide a lot of 
impetus. Gold stars to Enterprise State 
Junior College and Jefferson State 
Community College . . . and certainly 


there are other institutions in our 
system with their own successes. 

Finally, though, professionalism 
comes down to individuals. What¬ 
ever the stances of Montgomery and 
the institution, each of us has our 
own responsibility. We must have 
mouths to say what we expect of 
ourselves as professionals, and must 
be willing to put our money and our 
energies where our mouths are. 
Even those of us who are active in 
regional and national organizations 
must begin our professionalism at 
home. What we do professionally in 
our own system is the bedrock of 
anything beyond. 

I consciously said in our system - 
not in AEA! However valuable as a 
trade union, the Alabama Education 
Association has long since failed us 
as a professional organization, by 
emphasizing other matters and 
appealing to baser motives. My 
concern is whether we might fail 
ourselves. Support AEA if you like, 
but it would be wise to put first 
things first. Those who give first 
priority to unionism rather than 
professionalism will reap no more 
than they sow. 

Professionalism must involve the 
factors I mentioned earlier of giving, 
of learning, and of association with 
others in ways to make us better at 
doing what we do and envisioning 

what we are. The Alabama College

Association really does offer 
opportunities along these lines that 
exist through no other avenue. Any 
of us who sell it short are selling 
ourselves short, and setting ourselves 
up for real problems when and if 
bad times come again.
